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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Carmarthen  Urban  District  Authority  comprises  the  Parish 
of  St.  Peter’s  and  is  5,223  acres  in  extent.  The  area  is  essentially 
an  urban  one  although  the  outskirts  of  the  town  still  remain 
essentially  rural  in  charaoter. 

Social  Conditions 

Carmarthen  is  a very  old  borough ; it  is  the  county  town  of  Carmar- 
thenshire and  an  important  agricultural  centre.  With  its  modern 
cattle  market  and  situated  in  an  area  designated  as  free  from  bovine 
tuberculosis  it  has  become  the  main  agricultural  marketing  centre  for 
West  Wales.  Only  attested  cattle  are  sold  in  this  market  which  is 
one  of  the  foremost  cattle  markets  in  the  country.  The  main  market- 
ing days  are  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  but  frequently 
marts  are  also  held  on  other  days.  On  an  adjoining  site,  but  totally 
separate  from  the  attested  cattle  market  site,  there  is  a store  cattle 
mart  and  a mart  for  sheep,  pigs  and  calves.  In  addition  a produce 
market  is  held  on  two  days  a week,  namely  on  a Wednesday  and 
Saturday. 

From  its  geographical  situation,  and  particularly  due  to  its  pre- 
dominant agricultural  outlook,  Carmarthen  does  not  appear  to 
attract  industrial  development.  Any  industrial  development  must  of 
necessity  be  associated  with  agriculture,  hence  the  large  milk  factory 
of  the  Unigate  Creameries  Limited  established  within  the  Borough 
boundary.  I am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Factory  for  the 
following  information: — 

‘Milk  supplies  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  were  rather  higher 
than  in  previous  years,  but  fell  away  towards  the  end  of  the  period 
and  indeed  just  prior  to  Christmas,  milk  was  in  extremely  short 
supply. 

The  number  of  personnel  employed  at  the  factory  have  remained 
constant  both  in  regard  to  total  numbers  and  split  between  male 
and  female. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  milk,  particularly  in  the  latter  part  of 
1966,  manufacture  of  butter  was  very  curtailed,  but  stocks  built  up 
during  the  summer  enabled  us  to  continue  to  pack  our  home 
produced  brands.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  quality  compared 
favourably  with  previous  years. 

As  in  the  past,  this  establishment  has  continued  to  supply  liquid 
milkto  theconsuming  centres  in  SouthWales  and  for  several  months 
of  the  year,  quite  large  quantities  are  sent  by  rail  to  London.  The 
manufacture  of  cereal  puddings  which  now  represents  a large 
section  of  our  activities  at  Johnstown,  continues  to  increase.’ 

The  principal  occupations  of  the  town  residents  are  associated  with 
agriculture,  shops,  offices,  garages  and  commercial  firms.  The 
railway  was  also  a principal  source  of  employment  in  the  area  prior 
to  the  re-organisation  of  the  railway  service  under  the  ‘Beeching’  plan 
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Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough 

Population,  Rateable  Value,  etc. 

The  estimated  mid-year  Home  Population  given  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1966  is  12,880. 

The  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  at  the  end  of  the  year  according 
to  the  Rate  Book  is  3,955. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  is  £580,960,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £2,285.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities 

As  in  former  years  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  situated  at  the 
West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  and  which  is 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan,  again  proved  of  in- 
estimable value  to  the  health  services  of  the  area. 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  and 
the  Station  in  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  is  one  of  the  links  in 
the  County  Scheme  which  serves  the  whole  County. 

Hospital  Accommodation: 

Infectious  Diseases: 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelli,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

General  Hospital  Facilities 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangwili  and 
both  hospitals  are  known  as  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital. 
The  hospital  provides  treatment  for  general  medical  and  surgical 
diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 
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Home  Nursing 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  four  whole-time  district  nurses 
employed  in  Carmarthen  Combined  area  which  covers  the  Borough 
and  part  of  the  Rural  area. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted 
to  one  of  the  following  hostels: — Northlands,  Cardiff;  Cwmdonkin 
Shelter,  Swansea;  The  Llandaff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Committee  Hostel,  Penarth  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home,  Hereford. 

These  arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  and  also 
the  St.  David's  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee. 

Venereal  Diseases 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Diseases.  Clinics,  where  free  treatment  may  be  obtained 
under  conditions  of  secrecy  and  confidence,  are  held  at  the  West 
Wales  General  Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen. 

These  clinics  are  held  as  follows: — 

Males  First  Friday  of  month — 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. 

Third  Friday  of  month — 4.30  p.m. — 6 p.m. 

Females  First  Friday  of  month — 4.30  p.m. — 6 p.m. 

Third  Friday  of  month — 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Public  Health  Department  again  took  numerous  samples  for 
bacteriological  analyses,  these  were  in  addition  to  the  sampling 
programme  undertaken  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department. 

As  in  former  years,  adequate,  and  at  times  heavy,  chlorination  of 
the  water  supply  was  necessary  in  order  to  guarantee  it  safe  for 
consumption.

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The  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  reports  as  follows : — 

Water  Supply 

(a)  Supplies  have,  in  general,  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quan- 
tity. 

(b)  Discolouration  of  supplies  has  periodically  occurred  in  some 
areas  of  the  town  due  to  the  corrosive  state  of  some  of  the  distrib- 
ution mains.  Approximately  3,750  yards  of  3",  4"  and  6"  diameter 
main  have  recently  been  descaled  and  relined  with  bitumen  and  the 
Council  intend  to  recondition  the  remainder  of  affected  mains  during 
the  current  financial  year. 

(c)  Number  of  houses  supplied  (estimated)  ....  4,000

(d)  Schemes  in  progress

completion).

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  Johnstown  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  is  app- 
roaching completion  and  is  due  to  come  into  operation  in  the  coming 
Spring.  This  should  result  in  an  improvement  in  the  River  Towy. 
Plans  are  under  consideration  for  linking  the  already  completed 
Bronwydd  Scheme  to  the  new  works  and  the  question  of  full 
treatment  is  being  investigated. 

Housing 

The  construction  of  98  dwellings  is  proceeding  at  Wauniago  and 
these  will  begin  to  come  into  occupation  in  the  coming  summer  and 
onwards. 

A further  scheme  at  Jobs  Well  Lane  is  being  planned  and  these 
may  be  of  an  industrialised  type.

There  were  five  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year,  three  of  these  being  between  the  ages  of  55  and  76 
years.  It  would  appear  that  Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  though  still 
on  the  decline,  generally  appears  to  be  more  prevalent  in  the  later 
age  groups  whereas  formerly  it  was  a disease  of  the  young  adult. 
Unfortunately  there  were  two  deaths  from  the  disease,  one  aged  48 
years  and  the  other  aged  69  years. 
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The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  made  forty- 
seven  visits  to  the  town,  and  examined  2,024  persons  of  whom  1,617 
were  volunteers  from  the  general  population. 

The  Unit  visits  the  town  on  Tuesdays,  and  is  situated  outside  the 
Malt  House  in  John  Street.  It  is  available  to  the  general  public 
between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  12.30  p.m.  and  2 p.m.  to  5.30  p.m. 

Special  surveys  at  Trinity  College  and  at  St.  David’s  Hospital 
were  carried  out  by  the  Unit.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  and  1951 
Section  47  of  the  1948  Act 

Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  case  called  for  action  to  be  taken 
by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

Under  this  Act,  one  aged  person,  who  was  removed  under  an 
Order  in  1953,  is  still  being  detained  in  an  Institution,  and  an  applic- 
ation is  made,  every  three  months,  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdic- 
tion for  an  extension  of  the  Order,  as  the  person  in  question  is  not 
able  to  care  for  herself  and  neither  has  she  any  accommodation  to 
return  to. 

Caravan  Sites: 

At  the  outset  there  were  seven  registered  sites  in  the  Borough, 
but  during  the  year  one  of  these  was  closed  down  by  the  owner. 
Of  the  remaining  six,  three  were  brought  up  to  the  required  standard, 
two  site  owners  were  given  a period  within  which  to  close  their 
sites  and  the  other  owner  was  informed  that  his  licence  would  not  be 
renewed  when  he  would  be  submitting  an  application  for  renewal 
in  1967. 

Great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  controlling  caravan  sites, 
particularly  when  licences  are  granted  with  a proviso  that  certain 
specific  facilities  have  to  be  provided.  It  seems  to  me  that  no  licence 
should  permit  a site  to  be  operated  until  it  fully  complies  with  the 
byelaws  and  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Council. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963: 

Inspections  under  the  above  Act  have  proceeded.  However 
progress  is  slow,  resulting  from  the  lack  of  adequate  staff  to  admin- 
ister the  provisions  of  this  Act.  A more  rapid  rate  of  progress  in 
carrying  out  the  inspections  will  depend  upon  the  number  of  staff 
available  to  undertake  the  work.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  throughput  at  the  Borough  Abattoir  continues  to  show  an 
increase  and  obviously  the  question  of  a new  modern  slaughterhouse 
becomes  a more  pressing  one. 

Meat  inspection  gave  rise  to  considerable  worry  for  a part  of  the 
year  although  the  Slaughterhouse  Manager,  being  a qualified  Meat 
Inspector,  assisted  in  the  meat  inspection  duties.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  year  however,  with  the  arrival  of  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  the  burden  was  considerably  eased,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
meat  inspection  will  give  no  cause  for  worry  in  the  future, 
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The  following  table  summarises  the  amount  of  carcases  and  offal

Mr.  E.  G.  Nicholls,  Chief  Inspector  with  the  County  Council, 
has  submitted  the  following  report  on  work  done  within  the  Borough 
of  Carmarthen  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  the 
various  Regulations  and  Orders  made  thereunder: —

One  milk  sample  was  reported  to  be  22  % deficient  in  fat.  The 
‘Appeal  to  Cow’  sample  of  milk  taken  afterwards  at  the  farm, 
after  the  cows  had  been  milked  under  the  supervision  of  the  sampling 
officer,  was  also  30  % deficient  in  fat,  indicating  that  the  deficiency 
in  the  former  milk  sample  was  not  due  to  any  abstraction  of  the 
fat  but  was  due  to  natural  causes. 

The  above  34  milk  samples  were  also  tested  by  the  Public  Analyst 
for  the  presence  of  antibiotics.  Traces  of  penicillin  were  found  in 
one  sample.  The  milk-producer  concerned  was  warned.  The  re- 
maining 33  samples  were  free  from  any  traces  of  antibiotics.

Sixteen  milk  samples  were  tested.  One  sample  was  found  to  be 
slightly  deficient  in  Non-fatty-solids.

In  view  of  the 
difficulty  of  ascertaining  with  any  degree  of  certainty  at  what  state 
the  contamination  had  occurred,  it  was  decided  not  to  take  legal 
action  but  to  warn  the  manufacturers. 


After  carrying  out  investigations,  warnings  were  also  issued  to 
the  suppliers  or  manufacturers  of  the  other  five  samples  certified 
to  be  unsatisfactory.
